Armstrong Smith is Out 
Of Danger. 


THE QUESTS FREIGHT 


Board May Prohibit Certain 
Oriental 
Importations-- No

sels to Leave Honolulu, 


Widespread 
Interest was manifested 
yesterday 
In regard to the announce- 
ment that Armstrong Smith waa a pos- 
sible plague 
suspect. 
Despite 
the care 
with 
which 
the odlclal 
announcement 
was made by Dr. Hoffmann, 
the nows 
proved a shock to the community and 
especially 
to Mr. Smith's large circle 
of friends. 
Yesterday afternoon 
when 
tho 
ofQ-cl- 
al 
statement went 
forth that 
Arm- 
strong Smith was no longer considered 
a suspect case, tho revulsion of 
feel- 
ing was etrong. 
The uneasiness which 
prevailed underwent 
a 
change, 
and 
members 
of the Board expressed 
their 
undisguised 
pleasure that Mr. 
Smith 
was out of danger. 
Late laBt night Dr. Hoffmann 
made 
tho statement that Mr. Smith was not 
a suspect case at any time, but thnt he 
had a fever accompanying his nttack 
of bronchitis, 
together with a sensi- 
tiveness 
In the femoral 
region, 
which 
caused Dr. Hoffmann 
to take tho wisest 
course and place him under the usual 
treatment for suspect cases. 
"Tho ser- 
um did not do Mr. Smith 
any harm, 
and under the circumstances may hnvo 
done, him 
some good," 
said 
Dr. 
Hoff- 
mann. 
"Mr. Smith has 
no fever 
at 
present and Is Improving 
rapidly." 
All the patients in the pest hospital 
ire convalescing and none can bo said 
to be in any danger 
from a relapse. 
Hartmann's 
reserve strength 
Is doing 
wonders 
for him. 
No suspect cases or deaths by plague 
were 
recorded 
yesterday. 
Tho 
sick 
Chinese 
baby 
in 
Magoonvllle 
Is 
In 
about tho same condition as when first 
visited 
by 'the 
hctalth 
physician, 
and 
the house 
Is under a quarantine guard. 
Board of Health Meeting. 
Yesterday's session of tho Board was 
attended by Minister Cooper, 
who 
oc- 
cupied the chair 
In the absence 
of 
President 
Wood, and 
MessrB. 
George 
W. Smith, F. M. Hatch and F. J. Low- 
rey. 
Minister Cooper called the attention 
of tho Board 
to tho fact that he was 
acting as president 
In the absence of 
Dr. Wood, and asked tho Board to ap 
prove his temporary appointment. 
Up- 
on motion 
of Mr. Lowrey, 
seconded 
by Mr. Smith, the Board approved the 
temporary appointment 
by 
a unani 
mous vote. 
The minutes of the previous meet- 
ing were read, and upon 
aomo minor 
amendments were 
approved. 
Dr. Hoffmann 
entered at this stago 
of the proceedings 
and after consulta- 
tion with Minister Cooper, the latter 
announced officially 
that 
Armstrong 
Smith was not to bo considered 
any 
longer as a suspect 
case of plague; 
and, Inasmuch 
as every precaution had 
been taken by the patient the Instant 
he felt he was becoming 
111, Dr. Hoff 
mann 
was 
of the opinion 
that 
Arm- 
strong Smith was entirely out of dan- 
ger. 
Tho announcement 
called 
forth 
ex- 
pressions of roHcf from the members 
of tho Board, one of thorn stating that 
tho news had lifted a tremendous load 
from tholr minds. 
Other Island Vessols. 
Mr. Hatch suggested 
to 
tho Board 
that until 
word was received 
from 
President Wood, either 
In person 
or 
by messenger as to health conditions 
on tho Island 
of 
Maul, 
all 
Island 
steamers should bo held In Iho harbor. 
Mr. Lowrey concurred In Mr. Hatch's 
suggestion 
Mr. Hatch 
then 
moved 
that no vessels 
bo allowed 
to leave tho 
port of Honolulu for Island porta 
un- 
til further 
notice. 
Tho motion 
was 
seconded 
by Mr. Lowrey, 
and 
carried 
unanimously. 
Mr. Lowrey 
moved that tho motion 
be amended 
by excepting Oahu portB, 
as they depend 
entirely upon Honolu- 
lu for their supplies. 
It 
was moved 
that tho ports of Oahu 
bo excented. 
Carried. 
A request from Hackfeld 
& Co. was 
received asking 
permission 
to bring 
the steamer Nllhau 
to the wharf 
to 
load heavy lumber. 
As tho Doaril had 
already acted 
adversely 
upon similar 
requests, the application 
was denied. 
This will compel the steamer to hoist 
the lumber from the water. 
Mr. Bolte, 
of Grlnbaum & Co., 
re- 
quested 
permission to ship two cases 
of matches to the othor Bide of tho 
Ial-an- d, 
stating that tho people 
wore 
en- 
tirely without luclfers at Heela 
and 
otheT points. 
No action taken until 
further Information 
Is obtained as to 
the 
present 
storage 
place 
of 
the 
matches. 
Mr. Hatch brought up the question 
of waste water from the relief camps 
on Punchbowl and 
also 
on Vineyard 
street. 
They requested tho uso of tho 
excavators to pump out tholr cesspools, 
which 
filled up 
each 
day. 
Mr, 
Rey- 
nolds explained that tho Japanese 
of the camps 
wero constantly 
bathing, so that a stream of water was 
continually running Into tho cesspools; 


dltlonn, and he snpgeilcd that It would 
bo better 
to pipe thr wnste water to 
the 'harbor at 
tho end 
of Punchbow 
street. 
Tho proposition hnil bcon made 
to run the waste water Into the swamps 
below the Punchbowl 
camp, 
but per

Question of Medicinal

Messrs. Schaefer & Co. asked for a 
ruling of tho

medicinal 
wines, stnting they wished 
to make a 
shipment 
of that class 
of liquor 
to 
Kauai, whero 
It was greatly norded. 
The Board's former ruling dealt with 
alcoholic liquors, nnd 
It was thought 
tho wines mentioned should be classed 
as permitted freight. 
It waB moved by 
Mr. Smith, seconded 
by 
Mr. Hatch, 
that wines 
of European and American 
vintage bo added 
to tho list of permit- 
ted goods without respect to tholr de- 
gree of alcoholic strength. 
Carried, 
President 
Dole, who 
was 
present, 
spoko

Board, and called

quarters bo cleaned 
and 
made ready for white people who

The 
peoplo could provide 
their own cots 
and necessaries; a restaurant 
was 
al- 
ready established 
In the old barracks 
building, 
and everything 
would

very handy for them. 
A fence could

so as .to completely 
segre- 
gate them from o'thers 
now using tho 
drlllshed grounds. 
A report upon this

to destroy such goods wherev- 
er they found them. 
President 
Dole 
said he was satisfied that If thoao food 
stuffs 
were shut off from importation, 
tho Chinese 
and Japanese 
could 
put 
them up hero Just as well, and It would 
in fact be the commencement of a new 
industry. 
Mr. Smith showed tho Board an 
In- - 
volco from a shipping Arm of Yokoha- 
ma to Alexander 
& Baldwin 
of this 
city for 1,284 packages of goods which 
wero on the stoamer Strnthgyle. 
This 
vessel 
loft Yokohama 
for San 
Diego 
via Honolulu on January 30th, nnd Is 
expected 
by the consignees any day. 
Messrs. Alexander 
& 
Baldwin 
asked 
that tho Board prevent tho landing of 
the goods 
In Honolulu, and also 
to 
order the ship to proceed Immediately 
to San 
Diego, 
The consignees 
.stated 
thoy had cabled the shippers via San 
Francisco not to send the freight on, 
but they replied that they had already 
contracted to send 
It 
and therefore 
could not comply 
with tho cancella- 
tion.

Mr. Hatch moved that the sublet of 
Importations from 
Infected 
countries 
bo referred to n special committee 
of 
tho noard. 
Carried. 
Moved and seconded 
that the ques- 
tion 
of tho landing of Chinese 
and

tho Invoice 
of tho steamer Strathgylo 
on the request of Alexander & Bald- 
win that these goods bo not landed

Pointed Out by the Governor 
of Havana,

who Is now 
In 
command of the Dopartment of the City 
of Havana, has acquired during n resi- 
dence in Cuba, which commenced 
with 
the opening gun of tho 
war 
against 
Spain, a year ago last June, nn intimate 
and intelligent knowlcdgo 
of tho polit- 
ical conditions prevailing 'bore. 
It Is 
likely that his department will, within 
a few months, bo extended 
to Include 
tho provincial area ns well,. nnd there 
seems little doubt that General 
Lud- 
low's services will be retained for tlili 
Important 
wider nold of usefulness by tho admin-- quon 
r0r0 
Amerl-Istrntlo- 
n. 
General Wood has expressed 
ea 
administration 
nt thin 
time. 
himself as having a very high opinio:. 
oj General 
Ludlow's ability and tech- 
nical knowledge, 
and has nlso express- 
ed great satisfaction with the results 
accomplished 
In tho city of Havana, 
under 
General 
Ludlow's 
direction. 
When asked as to his views on the alK 
absorbing question of the Cuban 
fran- 
chise in vtho approaching election, Gen- 
eral Ludlow said: 
"In replying to questions 
of 
tLat 
character, affecting matters of Impart, 
which are naturally under serious con- 
sideration by all concerned, 
what I say 
must bo taken as merely representing 
my own views, 
nB derived from 
per- 
sonal experience, 
nnd In no manner are 
tliev to bo repnrded 
ns possessing any 
qfflelal character 
or authority. 
They 
are 
.simply 
my 
prlvnto 
opInlons..'J 
"But, 
continued tho general, "I 
cer- 
tainly think the limitations of suffrago 
snould 
bo drawn to cxcludo Illiteracy. 
The 
reasons 
for this 
seem 
manifold 
and conclusive, 
whether from tho his 
torical, tho political or tho economic 
standpoint. 
Historically, 
wo have an 
opportunity of observing the condit'ons 
existing in neighboring Islands, 
whore 
the illiterate multitudes drive the des- 
tinies of tho country along what are 
apparently retrogressive routes. 


"Monaco 
of Universal 
Suffrago. 
"With universal suffrage In tho 
Isl- 
and oi Cuba at this tlmo I should con- 
sider Its 
future 
as a 
community gravelycompromlsed. 
i"Tho percentage of Illiteracy can bo 
determined only after tho data of the 
recent census becomes available. 
It Is 
currently estimated at 75 to 80 per cent, 
by, no means nn incredible flguro, as. 
from .recent 
data, 
tho 
peninsula of 
Spain 
ltscir, 
comprising 
18,000,000 
souls, 
contains 
6,000,000 
who 
do not 
read and write. 
Tho Spaniards never 
encouraged 
or furthered popular edu- 
cation In Cuba, giving It a merely nom-In- 
nl 
recognition, a courso 
which 
can 
bo explained by their seeming Indiffer- 
ence to tho matter at home, and partly, 
perhaps, for tho same reason 
that 
be- 
fore the war tho southern planters 
dis- 
couraged 
tho education 
of tho blacks 
as tending to mako them more 
for- 
midable. 
"The methods of administration 
of 
the government of a country arc tho 
oxnoncnt 
of Its ndvanoo 
In civilization. 
There can be no qucsi.on that the vital 
future Interests of Cuba depend 
upon 
tho Intelligence, 
the 
orderliness, tho 
rapacity 
and 
tho Integrity 
of 
thoso 
charged 
with tho responsibility. 
"In my Judgment, It would bo a. bit- 
ter travesty of Independence 
and a pro- 
found wrong to Cuba were us destinies 
lo bo now Intrusted to Its least Inform- 
ed and, from tho Immediate 
vlow of In 
telligent citizenship, tho hopeless class 
oi icb population. 
I have not tho least 
doubt that tho majority of thoso 
sin- 
cerely Interested 
In 
tho present and 
future prosperity of the nennlo would 
con"iir In this view. 
Tho opposing view 
Is likely to be held by tho huero minor- 
ity, whom this decision 
would oxrluflo 
from siiffraco, and by thoso who desire 
to control tho tremendous power of the 
ignorant vote to furthor their own ends 
Individual or political. 
Kestrictive Qualifications. 
"I should say, than, that thoso only 
should have the right to veto and thus 
Indirectly control the conduct and 
fu- 
ture of tho Island, who, nro nblo to read 
book or to receive and send commu- 
nications 
In writing. 
"A modification 
of the rigor of 
this 
rulo might bo mado. 
First, as a sub- 
stitute 
for literacy, 
It mlt'ht be held 
thnt a man 
who his leeltimntolv nr. 
quired and qwns 
$500 or $1,000 worth 
ui property cow a voto, anil

onjoyment of tho suffrago 
bo pursued 
persistently and without wavering or 
variation, 
tho 
pooplo 
of Cuba 
will 
rapidly acquire tho art of 
and bo able to manage their own 
affairs as Independently 
of 
oxterlor 
control or guidance as nro tho states of 
the Union, which aro legally and polit- 
ically held to bo freo and Independent 
sovereignties. 
Experience 
All That is Hooded. 
"I bullevo this becauso 
tho 
peoplo 
havo 
an unusual 
measure of Intelli- 
gence with a natural respect for author- 
ity, notwithstanding that thoy lack tho 
uaago of 
nnd noed to 
acquire tho habit of adhoslqn 
to general 
principles 
of 
action, 
not 
permitting 
subordinate Issues to Imperil 
tho main 
one, upon which must depend the per- 
sistence and success 
of the adheronce 
to a given political lino of conduct. 
"I Eeo no reason to believe that tho 
Island of Cuba should not In courso of 
time havo as ordo'ly, as responsible, ns

Tho news of the outbreak 
at Kabul u I wns brought to Honolulu

was apprised of tho alarming fact in 
the nftcruoon, It was thought best to 
refrain from making It public. 
A cigar box 
containing a securely 
scaled 
culture tube In which reposed 
the Inguinal glands of n Chinese who 
Is 
now 
under 
suspicion 
at 
Ka-hul- 
came 
by 
mall 
to tho Board, 
and upon tho delivery of tho important 
package 
at 
the Health Department 
Saturday evening, 
a mtcroscoDlcal 
ox-- 
nmlnatlon of the contents of tho glands 
was 
Immediately 
mado 
by Dr. 
Hoff- 
mann. 
Tho drat slide 
showed 
the 
presenco of plaguo bacilli In large num- 
bers, and an official announcement to 
that eltect was mado.

on account of which 
tho Government 
has already paid $99,71G, with no like- 
lihood 
of her completion 
In tho near 
future. 
If tho company 
makes 
satis- 
factory settlement 
for 
tho 
Plunger, 
then tho board will be willing to build 
ono of the larger boats, but not to pur- 
chase tho Holland.

Tho chlof constructor submits a mi- 
nority report, declaring that tho

lorltv did not clvo autllclent credit nnd 
joncourngement to tho enterprise of tho 
company. 
Ho declares that the results 
obtained with the Holland

Alexander Younp, 
Minister of 
tho Interior, 
wan Intcrvlowcil 
on last 
Saturday afternoon 
by an Advertiser 
reporter, as follows. 
Replying to your several questions 
regarding general 
Improvements 
lor 
Honolulu, 
and In particular 
tho exten- 
sion of the sowerago system to locali- 
ties of Imporlanco 
outside of the lines 
tAkcn In by tho plans of Mr, Itudolph 
Herring, prepared for tho Government 
in 18DS, as well as 
all 
tho localities 
covered by said plans, I have to say 
that In calling for tenders for tho com- 
pletion of tho eowerago 
of Honolulu 
tho Government Is mindful of the need 
of extension beyond 
tho limits covered 
by Mr. Herring's plans." We have, 
by 
tho nteamer Coptic, which sailed Feb- 
ruary 
Oth for the Mainland, 
sent 
for- 
ward plans and specifications 
Inviting 
tenders for labor and materials 
separ- 
ately; 
not only for the completion 
of 
tho sowerngo 
for Honolulu laid down 
in Mr. Herring's plans, but 
abo 
to 
:ovcr several 
extensions 
anticipated 
Tor outlying districts 
and 
for 
that 
Tiiado necessary by the remodeling of 
tho streets 
In Chinatown. 
Growth of Honolulu. 
Honolulu 
is growing rapidly. Beyond 
.i doubt' the submarine cable 
connect- 
ing these Islands with tho Mainland, 
and which we will have shortly, 
will 
accelorato the Increase of population to 
an 
enormous 
extent; 
so much 
so 
in fact, that I believe 
there 
will not 
bo accommodations for such influx of 
people unless tho property owners of 
Honolulu 
bestir themselves. 
Hundreds 
tf men und their families from 
other 
lands would 
gladly spend a part 
of 
each year on our sunny shores, If they 
could do so and keep In touch with the 
rest of the 'world meanwhile. 
The great 
waterway 
soon 
to 
be 
constructed 
across the mainland continent, for the 
accommodation of the commerce

nations passing from the Atlantic

tho Pacific and vice versa, when

pleted, will bring such an avalanche of 
trade and travel to our shores as will 
sistonisU even the most sanguine

good is not cheap at any price. 
Let us 
therefore have 
the 
very best, 
even 
though it costs a good deal of money. 
We need better buildings, wider 
and 
better 
i.iado streets and 
roads, 
and 
jnore of them, in both city and suburbs, 
for tho present and increasing popula- 
tion and traffic of Honolulu. 
It will re- 
quire Irrge sums of 
money to accom- 
plish this; but no town or city ever re- 
gretted judicious expenditures for such 
public improvements as roads, streets, 
and sewers. 
All tracts 
in and around Honolulu

COAXING 
RAIN. 


Interesting Experiments With Sul- 
phuric Acid and Zinc. 
SAN DIEGO, Jan. 27. 
Some of the 


fruit-growe- rs 
and 
grain-raiser- 
s 
of 
the 
section of 
U10 country betweon 
this 
city and the Mexican lino havo become 
fearful that there Is not going to be a 
sulliclent amount of rain to save their 
crops and they are now endeavoring to 
coax the moisture 
out of the clouds. 
Tho last rain which visited this coun- 
ty, although assuming the proportions 
of a cloudburst 
In some parts of the 
back county, treated the Otny section 
very shabbily. 
The precipitation 
was 
not even half an Inch there, while In 
tho Escondldo 
section 
more than 
Ave 
Inches fell. 
As the days and weeks went by and 
no more rain came, the crops all 
the 
while getting drier and drier, tho resi- 
dents despaired of having anything to 
show at tho end of the season for tholr 
labor and toil, and thought that 
the 
third successive 
dry 
year 
was upon 
them. 
The crops pi in ted in 
tho 
red 
soil are still In excellent condition, but 
thoso 
in the dark 
soli are suffering 
considerably and unless given 
encour 
agement soon they will bo beyond all 
hope. 
With this 
condition 
staring 
the 
ranchers in the face one of their num- 
ber suggested 
that 
experiments 
be 
carried on to produce the much 
covet- 
ed rain. 
The proposition was received 
favorably, 
tho ranchers realizing that 
no harm could result therefrom 
and 
that perhaps it would be the means of 
their salvation. 
The 
method 
used by 
the Rock Island road in Kansas, which 
produced rain 180 times out of 200 ex- 
periments, was decided upon. 
Tho money 
was raised by subscrip- 
tion for purchasing the necessary 
ma- 
terial. 
The experiment was commenc- 
ed yesterday afternoon and It Is to be 
kept up 
seventy-tw- 
o 
hours unless the 
showers 
sought 
for arrive 
with les3 
coaxing. 
Two hundred pounds 
of 
sulphuric 
acid 
wero purchased and 
100 pounds 
of zinc. 
The chemical 
action of 
the 
acid 
on the 
zinc 
liberates 
Immense 
quantities of hydrogen. 
Being 
much 
lighter than air, it ascends quickly to 
tho clouds and by producing commo- 
tion there is expected 
to cause the pre- 
cipitation 
which 
the 
thirsty 
earth 
needs. 
A thorough test is to be made 
and it Is hoped that the section will be 
ono of the ones to reap benefit 
from 
tho scheme of ralnmaking. 


GENERAL MERCIER

an unexpected rebuff

day when the old students of tho Ecolo

Amid great 
excitement 
tho ballot 
was taken, the result showing only 200 
votes for General 
Mercier against 1,000 
for his adversary. 
Uproar and a free 
fight followed. General Mcreler's parti 
sans declaring that tho ballot had been 
falsified. 
Tables and chairs were over 
turned and 
General 
Bolsonnet, who 
presided, 
was hustled. 
Eventually order was restored and a 
recount confirmed 
the defeat of Mer 
cier.

hoping to defeat any action which will 
make any change In tho policy of pro- 
tection, and, whllo not fearing 
much 
competition from the limited produc 
tion or Puerto nico, thoy object to the 
precedent of admitting free tho sugars 
fiom that small Island, having In viow 
tho probability of the attempt later on 
to aumit Cuba sugar free. 
Ono nf the 
Senators from Connecticut, where 
to- 
bacco Is produced, 
proposes a reduction 
of 20 per cent in duties on the prod- 
ucts of Puerto Rico Instead of free en- 
try. 
The supporters 
of the President 
believe that freo trade will be granted 
Puerto Rico at 
this 
session of 
Con- 
gress, after a long fight. 
Tho sugar men are supported by pro 
ducers of tobacco, 
wool, fruits, etc., In 
their 
opposition 
to 
tho 
reciprocity 
treaties, especially 
to 
the Argentine 
treaty, which affects tho wool Interests, 
and. 
from 
nresont indications, 
that 
treaty Is in dangor of rejection, whllo 
the others, although less vigorously op 
posed, have not a clear road to rami

Reorganizations of 
existing corporations nro being 
made 
nnd tho stocks being dealt In on 
tho 
Btreet In anticipation of regular listing 
on the exchanges later on. 
It Is per 
haps well 
to call 
attention 
to tho 
changing sentiment 
in favor of 
tho 
safety of beet 
sugar Investments 
by 
capitalists. 
It has been thought that 
the acquisition of Puerto Rico, 
Cuba 
and 
tho 
Philippines 
would 
count 
against this Industry, but It now 
be- 
gins to bo moro evident from the prog- 
ress of the discussion 
on the continua 
tion of tho treaty that it will bo many 
j ears yet beforo sugars aro admitted 
free of duty from these countries, 
ex- 
cept as to Puerto Rico. 
Even 
If 
tho 
duties 
were 
removed 
from 
sugar 
Im- 
ported 
from Cuba and the Philippines, 
still it must 
bo expected 
that export 
duties or 
production taxes 
on sugar 
would need to be assessed 
In thoso 
Isl- 
ands to pay tho expenses 
of the local 
government. 
This would enhance tho 
cost and prove 
to bo some protection, 
at least, to the sugar produced at home. 
In the meantime tho progress 
of tho 
home eugnr Industries will causo them 
to become an Important factor 
In all 
tariff legislation. 
Europe Sensitive. 
Europe is quick lo respond to any im- 
provement and demand 
from this side 
of the water, and our refiners 
have 
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been 
good 
customers the 
past 
few 
weeks, 
paying a very liberal ndvanco 
for beet sugars. 
Tho total advauco 
Is 
not fully maintained, and with 
the 
opening of tho rivers from 
Ice In tho 
interior 
of tho continent, larger 
re- 
ceipts at tho seaboard 
may causo 
a 
freer movement 
and moro desire 
to 
realize foi a time at least. 
The 
tem-- 
pornturo In Germany 
has lately 
mod- 
erated considerably. 
Our refiners arc, 
howover, 
llkoly to bo steady buyers of 
beet sugars In the absence of nay sur- 
plus of cano sugars available from tho 
usual sources. 
Cuba hardly enters 
in- 
to the question thus far. 
Whllo 
very 
considerable- 
transfers of new crop 
su- 
gars have been mado to speculators, or 
otherwise, still the 
producers 
have 
hopes of moro fnvorablo 
arrangements 
regarding duties than 
those now 
In 
force and nro disposed 
to wait ovents 
now transpiring 
In our Congress 
In 
this direction. 
This applies to Puerto 
Rico and British West Indies sugar, 
also. 
Tho delay In shipments of these 
cano sugars will also bo felt In n con- 
tinued demand 
In Europe from 
this 
country, particularly as tho receipts of 
Java sugars for tho next six months 
will be about 125,000 tons less than for 
tho same timo last year. 
Tho Immedi- 
ate futuro points to continued steadi- 
ness.

the part of the expert bacteriologist of 
Oio Hoard 
of Health. 
Having exam- 
ined tho Inguinal 
gland of a sick 
Chi- 
naman 
of Knhulul, 
Dr. 
Hoffmann 
de- 
cides that tho man 
was 
n victim 
of 
Asiatic 
scourge. 
Tho 
part 
examined 
wai 
alive 
with 
bacilli. 
As tho five 
deaths of a suspicious 
nnturo present 
tho tamo 
symptoms as 
those 
in the 
diagnosed 
case, It cannot be doubted 
that tho plague 
has obtained n foot- 
hold on our neighboring Island 
that 
makes tho outlook forbidding. 
The special 
fear Is that tho plague 
may make Its way to the various plan- 
tations whero 
ho many thousands of 
Japanese are employed. 
Fortunately, 
these laborers arc better housed, 
bet- 
ter cared for and better fed than tho 
average coolie In Honolulu. 
They aro 
In good shape, therefore, to re3let the 
ravages of tho, disease, and thoy will 
bo safeguarded 
In 
every 
practicable 
way. 
Maul 
1b a center from 
which 
Molo-ka- l, 
LannI, 
Kahoolawe 
and 
Hawaii 
mny bo Infected. 
Tho chief danger will 
come of steamer 
communication 
be 
tween tho ports of Maul and tho big 
Island's ports 
of 
Kallua, 
Mahukona 
and HIlo, but this 
Is a means 
of in 
fection 
which the 
people on Hawaii 
will probably look out for. 
While Maul 
peoplo will 
havo the 
earnest, and very practical aid of the 
Board of Health 
Including 
tho use of 
such serum 
as can 
bo spared 
tholr 
salvation will bo largely In their own 
hands. 
Cleanliness, 
fumigation, 
tho 
burning of Infected 
houses, tho cleans- 
ing of cesspools, 
tho killing of rats 
these are tho cardinal points of 
their 
sanitary duty. 
In tho ratio of 
their 
application to such 
measures 
will 
be 
their freedom from epidemic.

The general argument 
for a sewer 
system does not need to be repeated 
here. 
It was 
thoroughly 
gone 
over 
beforo tho present sewers were author- 
ized. 
Everybody 
Is 
informed, or Is 
8upposcd to be, that no village, 
town 
or city can call 
Itself 
healthful and 
sanitary until it has a 60wer connec- 
tion with cvory 
ono 
of its inhabited 
structures. 
Hero in Honolulu wo are 
about toj proVlde euch conveniences for! 
most of tho houses 
and stores, but we 
havo not determined to extend them 
to all sections. 
Tho 
belief has 
pre- 
vailed in official circles that Honolulu 
could safely wait awhile longer for the 
wholo thing. 
It wns a mistaken view, 
as tho conditions of tho plague now go 
to show. 
That 
deadly 
visitation has 
supplied a special argument 
why- - wo 
should 
make tho sower system 
com- 
plete and do It as expeditiously 
as we 
can. 
This argument 
Is 
scientific. 
Tho 
medical faculty ore agreed that 
noth- 
ing preserves and nourishes tho germ 
of tho bubonic 
plagxo 
liko tho 
con- 
tents of cosspools. 
That Is tho reason 
why, In places 
where 
cosspools 
are 
permitted 
to 
exist, 
tho 
pestllenco 
breaks 
out at 
intervals after 
it Is 
supposed to havo been expunged. 
Ori 
ental towns where sower systems aro 
unknown never got wholly 
rid of the 
black death. 
Rats are killed, 
streets 
cleaned, 
Infected 
buildings 
burned, 
suspected ones fumigated, bodies cre 
mated, 
exposed persons Isolated. 
Tho 
plnguo 
thereupon disappears 
but 
it 
does not leave 
for good. 
It morely 
conceals 
itself, 
A few germs 
Ho im 
bedded in tho cesspools; 
they multiply; 
rats that 
havo survived the crusades 
or tho progony of such rate, catch tho 
disease, 
and, 
bohold! 
the 
bubonic 
Bcourgo Is back again. 
Kobe, for ex- 
ample, has suffered from the plague be 
foro, and will havo moro 
of it, aad 
that city Is a type of others. 
Shall 
Honolulu 
also bo a type? 
It 
depends 
upon whothor 
wo 
are wise 
enough 
to glvo tho city tso comploto 
n sower system that wo may abolish 
and prohibit cesspools and all subter- - 
ranoan deposits of filth. 
The deadliest 
disease germs aro now 
lodged 
under 
our feet. 
Undoubtedly 
thoy will

In tho contents of coss- 
pools, to reappear, if we do not, aa soon 
as possible, 
ompty 
these foul places, 
saturato them with disinfectants, and, 
by tho 
means 
already 
described, 
cut 
off tho principal source of future bu- 
bonic propagation. 
Thoro are those who already dlsBont 
on tho score of cost, for every commu 
nity has Its 
penny wise 
and pound 
foolish. 
If Honolulu had put 1400,000 
instead of 1257,000 
Into Its sower sys 
tem and begun the Improvement when 
the cholera epidemic 
taught the need 
we should probably havo 
saved 
the 
million or eo that the bubonic 
plaguo 
is costing us. 
Without 
cesspools 
In 
Chinatown 
It is doubtful that the black 
death would havo mado any headway 
hero. 
Sewers 
eavod 
Singapore 
and 
they probably 
would havo saved us. 
If 
Honolulu 
continues on even a partial 
cesspool basis who knows but wo shall 
have more pestilence in a year or two

It ought to ho made perfectly Jcnr

In the House.

bo summarized as follows:

district of Honolulu 
so cs to 
meet tho certain growth of tho popula-

Also tho prohibition of further 
burials in the old cemeteries, save In. 
family plots, whero sufficient

ists for Interments. 
Four. 
Tho construction 
of 
larger 
reservoirs In the Nuunnu 
valloy, 
ac- 
cording to tho plans now and for 
a 
long tlmo 
paBt on 
fllo in the Depart- 
ment of the Interior, and tho installa- 
tion of filtering plants thero and else- 
where, to assuro 
water 
at all times 
that Is nt to drink. 
Five. 
Tho widening of streets that 
aro too narrow and tho projection 
of 
alleys through

and where practicable in tho rear of 
Buch structure!.

The reclamation of lands which

prompts tho hope that tho rate of re 
covery from plague

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Air. A. W. Carter has lately become 
a trustee of the DIshop Estate. Judging 
from the vigorous way In which he has 
addressed himself to all sanitary

ures during tho time of tho plaguo, wo 
think ho will prove a useful accession 
to tho board.

stated to a reporter as soon as he tet 
foot upon the 
Inter-Islan-d 
wharf: 
"Wo left here at 11:45 Saturday night 
and arrived at Kahului early Sunday 
morning, and by 9 o'clock managed to 
land. 
When 
we got ashore the rest 
dents were surprised to see Dr. Gar 
vin and myself, as they had just sent 
Mr. Hons to Honolulu on the,Lqhua. 
"They reported to us that a man had 
died that morning, a Chinese, and they 
had taken the body away to cremate 
it. 
I sent a messenger post haste after 
the people In charge of tho body, 
m 
to stop 
in 
order that we 
could see it. 
They bad taken 
posses- 
sion 
of-t-he 
rifle-- range and used, that 
as a morgue and 
the 
man was left 
tbere. 
After wo started for tho morgue 
wo were told that another case was 
re- 
ported in Chinatown. 
We Immediately went to see the man 
and found 
him 
In a house whero 
an- 
other Chinaman had died of plague; It 
was a little shop. 
The man was down 
stairs and sitting on a wooden 
bench. 
When he saw us coming he sat up and 
tried to make a bluff of being well for 
the time being. 
"We found him a typi- 
cal cose of plague, black plaguo at that, 
and in an advanced stnge. 
He had bu- 
boes In the right femoral and inguinal 
regions. 
I remarked at tho time that 
ho would die In six hours, and he died 
In three hours, 
"After seeing this man we went over 
to tho temporary 
morgue 
where we 
made a postmortem on tho Chinaman. 
Hero we alsq found a typical case of 
piaguo anu iounu a ouuo in tne axil- 
lary glands. 
Aye performed a thorough 
postmortem on tho body. 
In tho mean- 
time some of tho sanitary 
committee 
of Kahului arrived. 
With them were 
Dr. Weddlck, 
Dr. 
McConkey 
and Dr. 
Sabey, who witnessed tho postmortem. 
We mado slides from the spleen and 
glands and found 
tho bacilli 
In large 
numbers. 
"Tho body 
was then actuated. 
A 
funeral pyre was erected out of rail- 
road tics. 
Just about tho time they 
finished cromatlng this Chinaman, the 
man wo.ihad first seen on our way up 
was brought pvor and also cremated. 
"We then went back to tho railroad 
company's ofllco and a meeting or tho 
Sanitary Committee 
of Maul was held 
thore.

of Japan. 
Our

will 
never forget tho Injury inflicted on Ja- 
pan and China until 
that 
shameful 
wrong 
is rectified, 
and it will never 
he rectified 
without war. 
In that war 
Great Britain's material interests 
are 
inextraclbaly 
involved. 
When 
the 
time comes to strike a blow at Russia, 
Japan will 
he found ready and wait- 
ing. 
The hour seems near. 
"The war In South Africa offers an 
opportunity 
to Japan to be of service 
to Great Britain in freeing her hands 
for

elsewhere, 
which willingly or otherwise will soon 
be forced upon her.

Britain will accept her help, can send 
over au.uuu or io.ouq troqps seasoned to 
mountain warfare, with whoso assist- 
ance the struggle can bo brought to a 
quick termination.

to deal with Russia in China and 
permanently keep her

There will bo no more Russian dicta- 
tion over Chlneso 
affairs after Japan 
takes up against Russia In China. 
"All Japan asks of Great .Britain 
Is 
to employ part of her licet ln'aBsIstliig 
the Japanese fleet to protect 'the ports 
of Japan against the fleets of Russia 
and France, and thus enable Japan's 
enure military strengtn to ue useci tor 
tho recovery of Port Arthur, the occu- 
pation of Manchuria and the overthrow 
of Russia's power in China.

Unveiling 
or Webster 
Statue, 


THE 
ANECDOTAL 
BUDGET 


The 
Umbrella 
Congressman 
The 


President of HondurasSenator 
Cockrell's Army Experiences. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27. 
The white 
draplngs that have for months wrapped 
the colcwsal 
ofllBy of Webster, 
the Rift 
of Stllson Hutching to the Government, 
were removed 
on Thursday 
In 
the 
presence 
of a distinguished audience. 
The ceremonies 
that marked 
the 
un- - 
relllnB 
were Interesting and In 
good 
taste. 
Mr. Hutchlns' letter of presen- 
tation was modest, 
Mr. Chandler's ac 
ceptance of It and the orations 
that 
followed 
were 
eloquent. 
The statue 
Itself is by Chevalier 
Trentanovc, who 
has been happy In the treatment of his 
subject. 
The 
figure expresses 
dignity 
and repose. 
The position 
for It, too, 
at the intersection 
of Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island avenues with 
Six- 
teenth street, is fortunately chosen. 
Some years ago Mr. Hutchlns 
pre- 
sented 
to the city a bronze statue 
of 
Benjamin Franklin, which he placed in 
Pennsylvania 
avenue, 
near 
Tenth 
street, hoping to make there a printing 
house square; he was the prime mov- 
er in raising a subscription for the pur- 
chase of a house for Mrs. Hancock, and 
ias lately given a valuable property to 
be used as an asylum 
for the blind. 
The 
public-spirite- 
d 
citizen 
docs 
not, 
(however, 
pose ns a donor of 
monu- 
ments or a philanthropist, and depre- 
cates the attention attracted 
to 
him 
because of bis generosity. 
The reason 
tbat led him to make these magnificent 
gifts was practical, 
and 
he his 
had 
much pleasure and satisfaction in '.heir 
bestowal. 
The Idea of giving a statue of Web- 
ster to the city was suggested 
to Mr. 
Hutchlns at the time he was raising a 
subscription for the Hancock 
House 
by W. W. Corcoran, 
a subscriber 
to 
the fund and a valued friend of Web- 
ster, to whom he had shown many 
fa- 
vors in a financial 
way. 
Mr. Corcoran 
had come into possession 
of the house 
formerly owned by Webster, afterward 
celebrated as the home of M. De 
Mon-tholo- n, 
Minister at this capital 
from 
trance during 
Uie Civil war, and 
a 
magnificent entertainer, now 
occupied 
by Senator Depew, and, being constant- 
ly reminded of the great statesman by 
his surroundings, used to delight In re- 
calling their former intimacy. 
"You are a New Hampshire man," 
he said 
to Mr. Hutchlns, "and ought 
to be interested in Webster. 
There is 
no statue of him 
in 
the city. 
Why 
don't you raise a subscription to erect 
one?" 
The 
Idea appealed 
to Mr. Hutchlns 
and he immediately formed a commit- 
tee 
to 
raise a sufficient 
amount of 
money and provide 
for the erection of 
a tribute to the great American. 
The 
eminent 
men 
he 
brought 
together, 
among whom 
was 
President Arthur, 
were, 
enthusiastic 
rcgaiding 
their 
work, and cent out an eloquent appeal 
for fund3, to which they 
received 
not 
a single) response. 
Falling to recelvo 
the sympathy and aid of the public 
In 
his 
high 
purpose, 
.Mr. 
Hutchlns pro 
vlded 
for a memorial 
to New 
Hamp- - 
sblrcs 
mo3t eminent son out of his 
own private fortune, 
and 
magnani- 
mously presented 
It to the nnt on. 
The Webster monument 
Is within a 
stone's throw 
of Louise 
Home, where 
Mrs. Semple. the daughter of President 
Tyler and 
a friend 
of Webster, 
who 
was her father's Secretary of State, Is 
spending her last days. 
She can give 
no opinion icgarding the merits of the 
statue as a portrait, since her eyes are 
dim 
with 
age, but this distinguished 
woman has much that Is pleasant and 
interesting to say regarding her famous 
contemporary. 
"He Impressed 
me once," 
sho said. 
"One could see ho was In no sense an 
ordinary man. 
His great intellect was 
apparent, and his keen eyes, like bright 
lights in a cave, so depp set were they, 
looked through and through one. 
Ho 
was not a fluent talker in the sense of 
being able to converse about trifles, but 
needed sympathetic listeners, and. 
In- 
deed, was more eloquent when he had 
a few glasses of wine; then he would 
monopolize 
the conversation, to which 
no one objected, 
he was 
so brilliant 
and entertaining. 
His costume 
when 
I 
knew him 
was Invariably the same 
a blue 
coat 
with 
brass buttons, and 
gray trousers 
but he was In no sense 
a dandy. 
I shall never forget how ho appeared 
at my sister's wedding 
sho was mar- 
ried at the White Houso 
when 
my 
father was President 
he was in such 
good spirits, such 
gay 
good 
humor, 
imbued evidently with the spirit of the 
occasion, 
genial 
and 
pleasant with 
every one. 
A great man, 
truly, and 
one who will live and deserves 
to live 
in the history of his 
country, If for 
nothing else, for the masterly way In 
which he settled the Ashburton treaty.

Board of Health Mooting. 
Yesterday forenoon tho Hoard 
held 
a short session 
at the 
Health 
Ofllce 
and mado an Inspection 
tour of 
the 
Iwllei 
district. 
Tho 
Government 
wash houses, steam laundry, slaughter 
houses and 
fertilizing 
works 
there 
were thoroughly Investigated and their 
systems of drainage looked 
Into. 
Tho garbage heaps which have prov- 
en such a nauseating nuisance in that 
neighborhood were a source of disgust 
to tho members of the Board. 
The low 
ground, swamps 
and 
pools of water 
were each Inspected, 
but no action re- 
specting them was taken. 
The matter 
will como up In regular session at the 
Health Office. 
Begulation Against "Picking." 
Tho Citizens' 
Sanitary 
Committee, 
represented by L. A. Thurston, .called 
tho Board's attention 
to tho carrying 
off of articles from tho burnt district. 
The only authorized saving of articles, 
such as iron and steel, was given to the 
y 
superintendent of the old quarantine 
district, as an asset against Are claims 
and tosses. 
Ho 
offered 
a suggestion 
In the shapo of a regulation which im- 
poses a penalty 
of 
$100 for any 
in- 
fringement 
of 
tho 
regulation. 
The 
Board adopted tho suggestion and 
no- 
tices will be posted 
In the district 
to 
that effect. 
Tho Aftornoon Session. 
Tho Board was represented at 
tho 
afternoon eesion 
by 
President 
Wood, 
Attorney Genoral 
Cooper, 
Georgo 
W. 
Smith, P. M. Hatch and P. J. Lowrey. 
Tho President said 
he had further 
carried out the spirit of tho motion re- 
garding tho removal of tho residents 
of Block 19, and reported that tho 
drill-she- d 
quarters for thorn were being 
fit- 
ted up comfortably for their reception 
at 7 p. m. 
yesterday. 
He 
explained 
that a thorough renovation had taken 
placo 
In the old stono 
barracks 
and 
tho wooden barracks, formerly used by 
tho United 
States troops. 
Rooms had 
been divided 
off 
in 
ho large 
dormi- 
tories by tho uso of curtains run 
on 
wires, and each occupant 
would 
have 
Ills own room, 
wash-stan- d 
and all nec- 
essary 
requirements. 
Now 
kitchens 
and a 
dining-roo- m 
bad been Installed. 
Shower baths were plentiful for 
tho 
use of all. 
President Wood made the following 
statement to all tho papers 
for 
the 
guidance of the people 
who were 
to 
become inmates of the drlllshed camp, 
so that they would understand exactly 
what was to be required of them: 
"They aro expected to bo In tho camp 
from 
7 o'clock 
in tho evening to 
0 
o'clock in tho morning. 
This means 
that they sleep at the camp and bo ex- 
amined twice each day by a physician. 
During the day they can come and go 
as they please. 
These people are 
to 
make their headquarters at tho camp 
until tho quarantlno

Is over. 
Thiols

A restaurant

"If tho residents of tho block do not 
consent to thlB plan they will havo to

necessary. 
I want as Ilttlo taken uway 
aa possible. 
If these people

on tho premises at tho time 
they will be hunted up and stut to 
ono of tho detention camps." 
A communication from Superintend- 
ent McVeigh of tho Kallhl cam; 
was 
read to the Board, relatlvo to abolish- 
ing tho military guard thero 
Presi- 
dent Wood Btated ho had Interviewed 
Dr. Howard 
and Superintendent 
Mc- 
Veigh, and 
both 
stated 
that 
they 
thought tho camp could get along with- 
out tho presancf of tho military from 
now on. 
Mr. Hatch 
Bald 
ho thought 
Superintendent 
McVeigh's 
decision 
ought to control tho noard In the 
mnt-to- r. 
No deflnlto action wns takon by 
tho Board ponding further Inquiry. 
Schools Remain Closed. 
Tho following communication 'rom 
tho Citizens' Sanitary 
Committee, 
re- 
lating to tho 
school-openi- ng 
question, 
was read: 
"Wo notlco that at a recont mooting 
of 
your 
Board tho 
order 
closing 
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It was further reported to tho Hoard 
by President Wood that 
It had 
been 
represented to hint that the opening of 
tho schools 
would Interfere with 
the 
inspection 
of tho city, as carried on by 
:ho cdmmlttee. 
Personally, the Presi- 
dent expressed 
a favorable opinion 
up 
on the request of tho committee, as Its 
work 
has 
been 
ono 
of the strongest 
features nf tho 
hoalth work 
of 
the 
Hoard In keeping sickness of nn Infec- 
tious nature 
from 
being concealed. 
Their system waB working smoothly nt 
present, but if Interfered with by the 
opening 
of the schools, the Inspection 
would 
not be carried on as well. 
"I 
bellove," 
ho continued, "it would 
be 
wise to act favorably on tho report ol 
tho Citizens' Sanitary 
Committee, 
and 
to pass n motion that 
In 
view of the 
fact that the opening of the schools 
Is 
strongly opposed 
by tho commlttc, the 
Board 
would be right In rescinding Its 
former action." 
Mr. Hatch: 
"I move that tho Hoard 
authorize tho 
former vote upon 
the 
opening 
of the schools bo rescinded." 
Continuing, he said: 
"Tho work of 
Inspection 
is more valuable to tho com- 
munity than tho work of teaching 
in 
tho schools, 
and every clerk in 
town 
does mote 
good work Inspecting than 
performing clerical duties. 
President Wood: 
"There is nothing 
more 
Important 
in breaking 
up 
the 
epidemic than an early notitlcatlon of 
sickness. 
I belicvo the Citizens' San- 
itary Committee 
inspections are 
noti- 
fying us In this manner. 
Tho last case 
of plaguo that occurred was ono dis- 
covered 
by an Inspector, In tho 
very 
early stages of tho disease. 
Wo 
well 
know 
now that 
no great number 
of 
cases of plague exist In Honolulu. 
Tho 
reason 
Is becauso 
we know these 
In- 
spections aro going on. 
If It Is consid- 
ered by that committee, 
who aro doing 
the work, that It Is necessary to close 
the schools, 
whose opening will 
Inter- 
fere with them, I think It would 
cer- 
tainly bo wise for tho Board to act on 
that suggestion." 
Mr. Cooper thought that the number 
of teachers Inspecting under tho direc- 
tion of tho commltteo was overdrawn, 
that thero wero not more 
than eight 
performing this 
work, 
to his knowl- 
edge. 
Mr. Smith seconded 
Mr. Hatch's 
mo- 
tion, but wished 
it distinctly 
under- 
stood that if tho motion wero passed, 
It was done at the request of the 
Citi- 
zens' Sanitary Committee. 
Tho motion 
passed 
with ono dissenting vote. 
Tho President asked that his qctlon 
regarding the removal of tho Inmates 
of block 
19, and all his acts performed 
under tho general motion regarding tho 
quarantine of tho block, 
be approved. 
Tho Board unanimously 
signified 
its 
sanction. 
A communication from the Bureau 
of Education was received, 
containing 


i- -o 
names of all the schools 
of tho 
city, and their locations, requesting tho 
Ooard to designate which of them were 
considered 
in the infected district. 
On 
account of the resolution closing all 
tho schools, 
no action was taken upon 
the request. 
Most of tho afternoon was consumed 
In tho reading of the minutes of pre- 
vious 
meetings of tho 
Board. 
Many 
important amendments were made and 
unproved. 
Since the outbreak of the 
nlaguo, the reading of tho minutes has, 
nf necessity, 
been deferred on account 
of tho extreme pressure of business re- 
quiring the Board's constant attention. 
Seworngo Necessities. 
Considerable 
discussion 
was 
had 
yesterday about the extension of 
the 
sewerage system 
which was 
recom- 
mended by tho Board to the Executive 
Council. 
Members 
of the Board 
had 
heard that tho Executivo was not doing 
anything about tho matter, and that It 
was not Inclined 
to submit the matter 
to the Council of Stato on tho ground 
that thero was not sufficient 
authority 
from President McKinlcy 
so to do. The 
senso of the members of tho Board was 
unanimous that tho Executive should 
press this subject. It is tho opinion of 
the medical men of the city and of the 
Hoard of Health that excreta Is one of 
the most powerful 
means of transmit- 
ting plague, 
and that there 
was 
no 
moro dangerous thing than allowing It 
to accumulate. 
It Is a 
well-know- n 
fact' 
that 
In almost every 
country where 
plague has occurred there has been 
a 
repetition of 
tho olitbreak within 
a 
year or so. 
This Is especially truo in 
the experience of Hongkong and 
In 
India, where the troublo has existed 
for almost five years. 
If this trouble is to bo disposed 
of 
and a recurrence of it provented, 
ac- 
tion must bo not only radical, but full 
and complete. 
People cannot bo kept 
up to tho present high pitch, and 
al- 
ready the enforced 
closing of business 
houses and tho daily Inspection 
aro 
to pell upon the business com- 
munity. 
This cannot bo kept up 
In- 
definitely; 
thero Is a limit to the pub- 
lic endurance; and If tho plague 
were 
to disappear for awhile and tho active 
of the community should 
cease, It would be a very difficult mat- 
ter to get their aid again unless 
they 
were assured that 
full and complete 
niethodfa 
were to bo adopted. 
Tho 
feel- 
ing of tho members 
waB very strong 
upon this point, and It was suggested 
that an appeal should bo mado to the 
people to support the Hoard now, nnd 
that tho Executivo Council 
should 
he 
urged to talto tho nctlon 
desired 
and 
refer 
tho 
matter 
to the 
Council 
of 
Stato. 
Tho 
CltlzonB' 
Sanitary 
Committee 
yestorday afternoon brought tho ques- 
tion to a focus by framing a resolution

PARIS,

Those 
who bellevo that tho twentieth century 
Is to be marked 
by a long lino of 
gi- 
gantic works, 
for which 
tho discover- 
ies of tho nineteenth are tho prepara- 
tion, 
see In "The Canal 
of the Two 
Seas" 
and the 
Mediterranean 
tunnel 
tho first examples 
of tho coming 
won-der- 
B. 
Frnnco 
heads 
the 
projects 
France, that has shown 
tho way 
so 
often, only to bo outstripped by other 
peoples; 
Franco of tho Suez canal and 
Panama. This time, however, 
tho work 
Is for herself and not for others. 
The 
tunnel that, by tho courtesy of Spain 
nnd Morocco, 
Is to unite her 
to her 
African possessions 
may have a mili- 
tary and Industrial outcome undreamed

Seattle Health, Department to Adopt 
Drastic methods. 
SEATTLE. 
Jnn. 
29. 
Tho 
bubonic 
plague, 
which 
from tlmo Immemorial 
nas been the black terror of tho Orient, 
and which Is now rnging in Honolulu, 
will not gain a foothold in Seattle if 
precautions to bo taken nt once by the 
local health authorities can prevent it. 
Health Officer McKechnio has outlined 
a policy by which ho believes any pos- 
sibility of tho plaguo 
coming 
to Seat- 
tle will be averted. 
As a preliminary 
step, 
Dr. McKechnle 
has decided 
to 
thoroughly 
renovate 
and 
cleanse 
Chinatown, 
which he describes as being 
In a filthy condition, after 
whlcn 
ho 
win proceed rapidly to cleaslng other 
sections 
of the city. 
The government at Washington has 
Instructed Collector 
ot Customs 
Hous 
tis to strictly enforce the quarantine 
regulations 
In view of tho prevalonco 
of bubonic 
plague 
In 
Honolulu and 
Oriental ports. 
Heavy 
penalties 
are 
prescribed 
for a violation of tho regu- 
lations. 
All vessels from foreign 
ports must 
show proper bills of health and in every 
instaneo where they hall from a 
plague-Infeste- 
d 
port they are nt once ordered 
Into quarantine.
